For 
a true evaluation of the Hungarian 
situation it is necessary not only 
to look at the present, but to glance 
back along the pages of history 

March the ISIh Is the red laHar 
day mora Im portant .ii^ hwIiC ^ 
mas In tha H ongarlair^ealandar. 
One hundred and tight years ago, 
in 1S4I, tha national poat of Hun- 
gary, Sandor Patoafi, whose Unas 
are_ Inscribed, on .the tomb of. the 
Unlinown Soldier, stood on the 
steps of Iha Hungarian National 
Museum and proclalmtd, "Arise 
Hungarian, the father-land calls 
Iha time Is now, na wctiiirijiava r...'' 
In order io really 'ImpnBme the 
audacity of the gcslure, we' must 
keep in mind that liie censorship 
of the prcM, theatre, arts, speech 
and thought was completely in the 
hands of the Emperor's govern- 
ment in. Vienna. German had be- 
come the official language. The 
apathy of . the Hungarian nobles, 
politicians, and thinkers had reach- 
ed a phenomenal high-point, capital 
was less interested in the language 
of the day, and thé names of the 
politicians than the smounts of the 
taxes and the security necessary 
for the flourishing of business. 

The Hungarian people arc 
volatile but . immensely cynical, 
from the smallest fanner to ibt 
cosmopolitan elite. Within ^minutes 
of, the proclamation copies of 
Petoefi's poem, started circulating 
allover town, as well as the points 
of the petitions of the rights of 
Hungary, fresses were being 
broken into and taken over by the 
rebels, as radio-stations are today 
Political prisoners were being vie 
toriously carried away by the en 
thuBstle youth in student-drawn 
carriages — a great similarity to 
the situation as it is now. As the 
bloody battle of 1656, the Révolu 
tien of .IMS t<ip, wag «lerlétl by. a 



small group of students and intel- 
lectuals for tha sake ot high ideals, 
• tha freedom ot the individual, 
and that'of the nation from foreign 
domination. The Budapest riots of 
that day, too, developed into a 
full-scala dvil war. Then too the 
formcriy icarfttl and passive w«rc 
carried. by the spirit and grabbed 
arms — guni, revolvers, pitdifoito. 
Foreign intcrf ercaee then, a> bow, 
put an and to the great, but futile 
demonstration ot co^ue. 

Tha «Hklal culminatSnfSr^a 
ravalt la aalabratad en October Ath, 
byj Mack-flened houses, as 
baiiniiina le.by gjfly dressed tri- 
calour waving thranss flag. 

I'd like to add to this resume of 
history, that the rebellion was 
followed by a bloody, and rutUen 



purge — memories of which still 
bring tears of anger and frustra- 
tion to the eyes of Hungarians. Also 
that after many years, negotiations 
were started,, the nameVcf ;the 
Austrian was changed to tha Au>* 
ti'o-Hungarian Empire, concessions 
were, aventually Inade and the 
monUiB of destruction were gr«'. 
dually foDowed by years of pheno- 
menal progress. 

The wrongs the . cannpns could 
not quite solve were erased by tha 
compass and ruler of the architect 
and land-surveyor, the stethoscopt 
of the doctori 'tha wheels of tha 
machines. Hungarians are rehash* 
ing this old stoiy. Without a doubt, 
they, realiie the . probable defeat, 
yet believe in the eventual victory.

Certainly there 
could be no serious criticism of 
Marxism-Lenlsm, which, along with 
the history of the Communist Party 
is a compulsory part of all courses, 
however, remote these subjects 
may seem to us to be from some 
of the courses. The Vice-Rector of 
Moscow University expressed the 
opinion that scientific research not 
based on Marxism' is useless. The 
Deputy-Minister of Education of 
the U.S.S.R. insisted that "every 
specialist must understand the 
lavys of social development", that 
Is, Marxlsm-Léninlsm. 

Those in philosophy, we were 
told, may also study the hlstbry . of 
philosophy. The 'Vice-Rector of 
Moscow University ^^,^sald that 
students of pollUcaL'^noiny study 
the theories ol men-Vueh-as Ili- 
cardo, Smith, Keynes, etc. ' The 
Rector of thé Gedi'gian State 
University said that- they could 
not afford to be very tolerant of 
opposing ideologies becauso they 
have had only forty years In which 
to consolidate socialism. 

How is the curriculum worked 
out 7 According to thé Vlcc-Rector 
of Moscow University, it is tenta- 
tively drawn up by the academic 
staff ; of each university and then 
subnùtted to the Minister of Educa- 
tion for what was usually auto- 
,matic approval. The Rector of the 
Georgian State University said that
